I im- 
mediately advanced  to  the  trout,  caused  the  ar- 
my to  halt,  and  directed  an  interpreter  to  re- 
quest some  of  the  ch'efs  to  come  lo  me.  In  a 
few  moments  toe  man  who  had  been  with  me 
before  made  his  appearance.  I informed  him 
that  my  object  for  the  present  was  to  procure 
a good  piece  of  ground  to  encamp  on,  where 
we  could  get  wood  and  water — he  informed  me 
that  there  was  a creek  to  tlie  northwest  which 
he  thought  would  sun  our  purpose.  I imme- 
diately dispatched  two  officers  to  examine  it, 
anil  they  reported  that  tlie  sit  jation  was  ex- 
cellent. 1 then  took  leave  of  tlie  chief  and  a 
mutual  promise  was  again  math  ter  a suspen- 
sion of  hostilities  until  v e could  have  an  in- 
tervi  rtv  on  the  following  day . 1 lOund  the

G.  R.  C.  Floyd,  the  senior  of 
the  4th  U.  S.  regiment,  commanded  imme- 
diately the  battalion  of  that  regiment, 
which  was  .in  the  front  line;  his  conduct 
during  the  action  was  entirely  to  my  satis 
factii'ii.  Lieut.  Cot.  Decker,  who  com 
manded  the  battalion  of  militia  on  the  rigli- 
of  the  rear  line,  preserved  Ins  command  in 
good  order ; he  was  however,  but  partial 
Iv  attacked.

An  Indian  that  was  killed 
and  scalped  in  the  beginning  of  the  ac(j(ln 
bv  one  of  our  men,  was  found  in  a hoo<p  i„ 
tbe  town;  severed  others  werealso  fimnd  in 
tbe  houses,  and  many  graves  which  were 
fresh  dug  ; one  of  them  « as  c pened  and 
found  to  contain  'lure  dead  bodies.

I left  on  tiie  battle  ground, 
af'er  having  taken  all  the  care  of  him  in 
mv  power,  1 requested  him  to  inform  those 
of  his  own  tribe  who  had  joined  the  Proph 
et,  and  the  Kickapocfs  and  Yv  inebagoes  that 
if  they  would  immediately  abandon  the 
Prophet  and  return  to  their  own  ti  iiit-s, 
their  past  conduct  would  be  forgiven,  and 
that  we  would  treat  them  as  we  formerly 
had  d-'ne.  He  assured  me  that  he  would 
do  so,  and  that  there  was  no  doubt,  of  their 
compliance.  Indeed  lie  had  said  that  he 
was  certain  that  they  would  put  the  Proph- 
et to  death.  I think  upon  the  whole  that 
there  will  be  no  further  hostilities  ; but  of 
this  I shall  be -enabled  to  give  you  some 
more  certain  information  in  a few  days. 

The  troops  left  the  battle  ground  on  the 
9th  inst.  It  took  every  waggon  to  transport 
he  wounded.  VV'e  managed,  however,  to 
bring  ctT  the  public  property,  although  al- 
most all  the  private  baggage  of  the  officers 
was  necessarily  destroyed. 

It  may  perhaps  be  imagined,  sir,  that
